Species I, referring to Figs. 3A-D; Species II, referring to Figs. 4-5C; Species III, referring to 
Figs. 6A-6C; Species IV, referring to Figs. 12A-C; Species V, referring to Fig. 13; Species VI, 
referring to Fig. 14; Species VII, referring to Fig. 15; Species VIII, referring to Figs 16A- 
D:Species IX, referring to Figs, 18A-B; Species X, referrmg to Figs. 19A-B; Species XI, 
referring to Figs. 20A-20C; Species XII, referring to Figs. 21A-C; and Species XIII, referring to 
Figs. 22A-E. The species are independent or distinct because the different embodiments 
discloses different structure limitations.
